Towering 12 feet, high among pine and 
spruce branches, stands the mighty “Wall!” 

Responsible for its construction was an 
ambitious group of East Jordan seventh and 
eighth graders. As a thick morning fog 
began to lift, the group gathered and headed 
into the woods at the Wagbo Peace Center in 
East Jordan. Soon they picked up hammers, 
nails, old fashioned brace drills, measuring 
tapes and pencils, and turned themselves 
into carpenters. 

What exactly is “The Wall?” 

Imagine yourself in a group of seven or 
more people, standing at the bottom of a {2- 
foot high, completely vertical wood wall. 
Your job now is to get the entire group up 
and over the wall as safely and efficiently as 
possible. No ropes, no ladders, only mind, 
muscle, and sheer determination allowed. 

The physical challenge of The Wall 
helps to foster teamwork and confidence, as 
well as the willingness to give and receive 
help. Most groups would agree that it is an 
extremely rewarding though at first intimi- 
dating lesson in the importance of coopera- 
tion, problem solving and conquering fears. 
As that last person scales the wall and puts a 
foot to safe ground, screams of joy and high 
fives always seem to echo through the 
woods for miles. ; 

The Wall is one among many physical 
elements found through the pine forest at the

Muncipal League. 

White has been commuting to 
northern Michigan from Saline 
where he served for five years as a 
city administrator, and more recently, 
in the private sector. Before Saline, 
he worked as a city administrator in 
towns in Ohio, Iowa, and Michigan. 

Many of White's strengths as a 
city administrator, he said in an in- 
terview shortly after coming to East 
Jordan, stem from the years that he 
served ina variety of different kinds 
of communities from the smaller 
Capac, Mich., to the bustling cross- 
roads of Sioux City, Iowa. 

“Working in these many differ- 
ent communities gave me experience 
and taught me many different ways 
to look at things,” White said. 

The commission and White still 
need to agree on a contract. He said 
Tuesday that he was preparing a let- 
ter to the commission for its review 
regarding his contract.

Proposals merit some discussion

Election Day is upon us. Two 
weeks to go, and aside from the in- 
cumbents, I haven’t heard very much 
information about East Jordan’s can- 
didates for city commissioner. 

I've heard some rumors about 
write-in candidates but no one seems 
to be actively campaigning. I would 
like to know who they are and what 
they would like to accomplish as 
commissioners. In the meantime, 
there are some statewide proposals 
on the ballot that merit discussion. 

I received a flyer in the mail the 
other day with an alphabet full of 
proposals we will be asked to vote 
on come election day. Normally, I 
tend to toss these types of flyers (to- 
gether with my. junk mail) in file thir- 
teen because most. of the time they 
are just brag sheets the incumbents 
send out (at taxpayer expense) to try 
and drum up votes. 

This flyer was a little different, 
however. It-actually was very infor- 
mative and presented the proposals 
in easy to understand language with 
arguments both pro and con encour- 


aging us to vote. The proposals cover 
issues related to campaign finance, 
the judiciary, game management, 
veterans affairs and casino gambling. 
My thanks to Bev Bodem for its dis- 
tribution. 

Proposal A, if approved, would 
eliminate political organizations from 
being qualified to hold fundraising 
games such as bingo, raffles and mil- 
lionaire parties. Historically, these 
games have been a covert way for 
Special. interest groups to funnel 
money to candidates without them 
being required to report the source 
of the financing. Sounds like a posi- 
tive step in campaign finance reform 
to me. 

Proposal B, conceming judiciary 
qualifications, is a.tough call. The 
proposal, if approved would consti- 
tutionally mandate an experience 
qualification for judicial candidates. 
Constitytionally mandating an expe- 
rience level is chancy at best, yet, no 
experience mandate could lead to 
more cases lost on technicalities, 
more appeals, and more expense due 
to a lack of knowledge and experi- 


ence concerning the law. You'll have 
to vote your conscience on this one. 

Proposal C, if approved, would 
prevent the state from borrowing 
money from the Veteran’s Trust 
Fund. This fund was established at 
the end of WW II to benefit veterans 
and their families. I think that is what 
it should be used for — period. The 
federal government has been borrow- 
ing money from our Social Security 
Funds for years and look at where 
that fund is. Why continue to let the 
State of Michigan do the same thing? 

The game management issues 
are a little more complicated. I'll 
discuss them next week. Maybe 
we'll have a little more information 
about our local races also.

We must have the help of our schools, 
government, employers, health care 
systems, clergy members, justice sys- 
tems and social service providers to 
assist survivors of domestic abuse in 
speaking out and being free. Instead 
of asking the ever-present question, 
“why do women stay?” we should 
instead be asking “what have I done 
to help victims stay safe and hold 
abusers accountable for their ac- 


tions?” The days of victim blaming , 


and minimization of domestic abuse 
must end. 

It’s time to accept that wars and 
devastation do not always begin in 
some far off place. They are not only 
perpetrated by strangers and foreign- 


‘ers. They. begin at home, in an 


America where, in 1992, almost 4 


million women were physically . 


abused by their husbands or boy- 
friends (Commonwealth Fund, 
1993), 

As this happens, we sit back and 
contemplate the abstract notion of 
peace on Earth. I feel (as do many 
others, I’m sure) that in order to move 
toward that image of hope, we need 
to begin to focus on our homes and 
communities.

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She's fighting for 
children's causes 


Laura Warren, an eighth grader at Concord 
Academy Boyne, has recently become an activist for 
children’s issues and is working to get a new Jaw 
passed to protect children. 

The 13-year-old East Jordan student, who is also 
a published writer, accomplished performer and 
model, recently traveled to Lansing with a group of 
11 adults from northern Michigan to attend a Stand 
for Children rally to promote children’s issues. 

Laura also writes letters to anyone she thinks 
can help, including judges. Laura became interested 
in children’s safety, her mother, Karen Donaldson 
said, when she learned that her foster nieces and 
nephew were being forced by the system to have 
visitation with a parent who was several times con- 
victed a child molester, and that there was a possi- 
bility that the parent might eventually gain custody. 

Since then, she and her mother have been try- 
ing to bring the issue to public attention. 

“Megan’s Law is supposed to notify the com- 
munity when people like this move into the area,” 
Laura said, “but there is nothing to protect the chil- 
dren of this kind of offender. The Family Indepen- 
dence Agency (DSS) even insists on setting up visi- 
tation with the children of these abusers when they

get out of prison or jail with the idea of ‘reuniting’ 
them. This has got to stop.” 

The law proposed by Laura and her mother will 
“at the time of conviction of sexual offense, auto- 
matically terminate the parental rights of the offender, 
and forbid that said offender have custody of, or live 
with any minor children in the future.” 

They also want FIA/DSS to immediately stop 
its policy of children’s visitation with convicted sex 
offenders. 

So far, one legislator has expressed interest in 
introducing such a bill next year.

Not much time left to enjoy fall

My wife and I went for a drive this past 
weekend. This area has to be the most 
beautiful in the entire country. The oranges, 
reds, yellows and greens are breathtaking. 
However, you had better look quick, it will 
be over soon. 


I RECEIVED AN invitation to hunt the 
opener of regular duck and goose season 
with Tom from Arnold’s in East Jordan. He 
had secured permission to hunt a cut oat 
field in the Horton Bay area. We arrived at 
the field an hour before daylight and began 
setting up one heck of a decoy spread. 

Four dozen full bodied decoys, two 
flying decoys on poles and six of the biggest 
decoys I have ever seen. These extra large 
imitations were situated so that we could lay 
next to them and hide. We covered up with 
burlap, put on our face masks and began a 
very short wait. I barely had time for a cup 
of coffee when the first flight of geese could 
be heard in the distance. A few minutes 
later a small group of six or eight birds set 
their wings to land in our decoy spread. 

From that time until 8 a.m. wave after 

_ Wave of birds continued to look us over. 
What an experience, to see and hear this 
number of geese during the open season is 
really exciting. Needless'to say the hunt _ 
‘was over almost too quickly. .We started 

. picking up decoys around 8 a.m. and the 
geese were still"wanting to land in our field. 

Thanks Tom-and-Dave, I had a great time. — 


WELL D DAY is near! November 5 is 
only a few days away and the fate of hunting 
in general will be decided. Oh, I can hear 


some of you say bear hunting is not hunting 
in general, and are you wrong. 

This is the anti-hunters’ first step in the 
process of eliminating hunting. This is nota 
matter of a difference of opinion regarding 
hunting methods. Let’s examine the 
referendum, then you decide. : 

Here is a condensed version: No open 
season from March 31 through Aug. 31; no 
overlapping season, this means no season 
where bait or dogs can be used. Sept. 1 is 
the opening of the early goose season and 
dogs can be used. In the remaining seasons 
you can either use dogs or bait. The last 
season of the year is rabbit season which 
closes March 31 dnd beagles are used. 
When can bears be hunted? Never! Not by 
any method because there is no time left. 
Therefore, this completely eliminates bear 
hunting. 

We need to support proposal G and vote 
“NO” on proposal D. Proposal G keeps 
management of wildlife in the hands of the 


‘DNR and ‘rained wildlife biologists where it 


belongs. Not in the hands of the untrained 
general public. You can believe this, “take 


the sportsmen and women out of the picture - 


and before long there will be no wildlife for 
anyone to worry about.” Make certain that 
everyone you know votes. Call your friends 
and relatives, pick.them up and take them to 
VOTE: We MUST preserve our hunting 


_ heritage.

- The archery deer.season is beginning to 
pick up. Scrapes and rubs are showing up 
which means the rut is not very far off. 


“Success has been spotty to this point. _ 


Several nice bucks have been reported but - 


no real wall hangers yet. The next three 
weeks will be prime time. 

Bird season has been a little disappoint- 
ing so far. As the leaves continue to fall it 
should get better. Partridge in this area is 
way down; many hours and miles per flush. 
The woodcock flights are yet to happen, 
good numbers of local birds in out of the 
way spots are still providing good shooting. 
Ducks and geese are slow, again no flights 
yet. The local birds have wised up making 
shooting opportunities scarce. The next cold 
front from the north should bring plenty of 
action. , 

Salmon fishing is beginning to taper off 
in the lakes, the Boyne and Bear rivers are 
still going strong. Remember these rivers 
have a restriction on hooks, only a single 
hook can.be used, no trebles or doublers. A 
few steelhead are being caught along with a 
few lakers, but where are the browns? > 
Rumors of a few perch being caught in the 
south arm of Lake Charlevoix near 
‘Sanderson Road — just a rumor but from a 
good source. Lake trout fishing should be 
getting better toward the end of October 
through November. ; ;
